No. 3/5/2003-Public.— Shri K. R. Malkani, Lt. 
Governor of* Ponciicherry psssvd ovvoy ot 7 15 PM on 
27-10-2003 at General Hospital, Pondicherry. The death of 
Shri K. R. Malkani has deprived the country of a 
distinguished journalist and an outstanding public 
figure. 

2. Bom at Hyderabad Sindh, now in Pakistan, on 
19th November, 1921, Shri K. R. Malkani had Master’s 
Degree in Economics. He started his career as a Lecturer 
in D. G. National College during 1945-47. He shifted to 
journalism and became the Sub-Editor of Hindustan Times 
in 1948. Later, he also worked as Editor of the ‘Organiser 
Weekly’ from 1948 to 1983. Shri Malkani was a brilliant 
Editor and had the distinction of being appointed as 
General Secretary of Editors Guild of India during 1978-79. 
He was also a Member of the Press Delegation to China 
in 1978. During 1983-91, he served as Vice-Chairman of 
Deen Dayal Research Institute, Delhi. He was also a 
prolific writer and published 4 books. 

3. Shri Malkani was also one of the eminent 
politicians of the country. He was the Vice-President of 
Bharatiya Janata Party for the period 1991-94. He was a 
member of the Rajya Sabha from 1994 to 2000. 

4. He assumed the charge of Lt. Governor of 
Pondicherry on 31st July, 2002.
